Summary Execution of Ethio- 
pians Who Oppose Italian 
Rule Is Decreed. 


ADDIS ABABA, Feb. 22.—(—)— 
Italy's makers of a new Roman em- 
pire, stung by an assassin’s attack on 
|their new viceroy, ordered the firing 
‘squad instead of the peacemaker for 
‘unruly Ethiopians tonight. 

From Rome, Ghaaedlioe Benito Mus- 
solini decreed: 

Summary execution for the cham- 
ma-clad natives who, on pretence of 
receiving gifts, threw hand grenades 
that wounded Rodolfo Graziana, 
hard-bitten marshal who fought his 
way through the sands ond marshes 
of the south to conquer and become 
the viceroy of Africa’s last independ- 
ent kingdom. 

Death for Opposition. 

2. Death for every native chieftain 
or officer who opposes Italian troops, 
even in the territory yet unoccupied. 

Already, 2,000 native suspects and 
witnesses in last Friday’s bombing 
have been rounded up; 30,000 troops 
are in the Addis Ababa garrison and 
speedy courts-martial are to decide 
those guilty of last week’s sudden at- 
tack. 

Viceroy Graziana will be charged 
with a task similar to that executed 
by Marshal! Pietro Badoglio, who ruled 
with an iron fist after marching into 


this flaming city at the head of the! 
conquering Roman legions last May 5. | 
As in those early days of pacifica- | 


tion, Italian troops today tore into 
various sections of the capital city in 
mopping up operations designed to fer- 
ret out malcontent natives. 

Badoglio set this precedent for Gra- 
ziani, his successor of June, 1936: 
After occupation of Addis Ababa 
scores of Ethiopians were executed 
on the grounds that-.they participated 
in sacking the @ity, others because 
they did not lay down their arms. 

Mailed Fist Rule. 

Many colonial officers had believed 
too many silver thalers were being 
given Ethiopian chieftains with not 
enough show of a strong hand to keep 
them in line.

“The farmer is always first in the minds of the middle west states- 
men. Such is too often not the case with southern statesmen.

political reconciliation. After Mr. 
Cummings disposes of that satisfac- 
torily 1 can listen to him on the sub- 
ject of a branch or department of the 
government which has always seemed 
to me to-be much cleaner than his 
own. 


The mere lapse of time doesn’t blur 
the reality of the unfinished business 
in New Orleans, where the federal 
court system found indictments which 
were held as a club over the political 
opponents of the administration as 
long as the opposition lived, but were 
quietly tossed out the window when 
the opposition made peace. The dis- 
fissal makes it appear that the federal 
courts were put to political purposes 
in Louisiana, and the whole case gives 
me to suspect that the President might 
use the supreme court similarly if he 
should ever get control of it.

It isn’t as though they had ever 
given any reasonable explanation. The 
announcement just said the cases were 
being dropped because of a change 
of atmosphere, which strikes me as a 
plea of guilty. This kind of doing is 
all reminiscent of Huey’s own methods, 
and the packing of the courts was one 
of his favorite tricks, too. When 
Huey wanted to bear down on an op- 
ponent in Louisiana, he would go 
over the man’s tax accounts and drive 
him crazy or into bankruptcy or sur- 
render. If the fellow surrendered, the 
grudge died and everything was hotsy- 
totsy. And now everything is hotsy- 
totsy between the administration and 
Mr. Long’s old boys in New Orleans. 
But in view of the political enmity 
it should have been left to the juries 
to decide whether the indictments were 
well founded. What is this anyway, 
the Department of Justice of the 
weather bureau which disposes of seri- 
ous indictments because of a change 


of atmosphere?

‘While unconstitutional exercise of power by the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of the government is subject 
to judicial restraint, the only check upon our own exercise 
of power is our own sense of self-restraint.” 


The words are Mr. Justice Stone’s 
in the AAA case. A government which 
boasts of its “checks and balances” 
seems to have no check upon its ju- 
diciary at all. Congress can pass a 
law against the President or refuse 
him money or fail to confirm appoint- 
ments of his which require confirm- 
ing. The President can veto acts of 
congress. But neither the President 
nor the congress can stop the supreme 
court. Not even when they are com- 
bined and when there is included in 
their combine a vast and thrice-recur- 
ring majority of the people of the 
United States. This is the theory, at 
any rate, but many who see that if 
such a theory prevaile the whole 
system under which we are governed 
may be impeached as inadequate to 
these times, are disputing it. They 


believe that the Constitution of the 
United States is adaptable to this day. 


that it permits and contemplates a 
check upon the judiciary when cir- 
cumstances are sufficiently excep- 
tional. 


If what the President proposes ie 
so immoral, if it does such violence 
to the spirit of the Constitution, if 
it threatens executive dictatorship, 
how did the Founding Fathers hap- 
pen to establish no safeguard against 
it? We have been taught to. believe 
those fathers so wise, their instru- 
ment so perfect, that what they failed 
they specified, that every item, pres- 
ent or missing. counts. Throughout 
the whole life of the constitution our 
lawyers have been going over it with 
a fine tooth comb, searching out its 
every line, every word, every comma, 
every omission, for interpretations to 
fit their cases. Nobody has blamed 
them for this, and, why should there 
be blame now, in an infinitely greater 
case, when an omission points a way 
for two arms of the government to 
place an otherwise unavailable check 
on the third? Particularly, when the 
thing has been done before? — 

It was through another omission 
that the supreme court obtained its 
own check upon the President and 
congress. Because the constitution 
was silent on the subject. John Mar- 
shall wisely assumed for the court a 
right to declare laws unconstitutional. 
The President proposes to take ad- 
vantage of another silence to obtain 
a check upon the court. 

To say that he is demanding the 
right to pack the court at any time 
and make a mere puppet of it is to 
overlook the whole circumstance. 
What he is asking is the use of a 
power available under the constitu- 
tion to check the court at a particular 
time. The definite limitation upon an 
abuse of this power by the President 
or by the congress is the fact that 


it can hardly be exercised without 
some such overwhelming mandate as 


has come thrice to Franklin Roosevelt 
and his party in congress. Without 
such a mandate congress would never 
support the President nor the Pres- 
ident’s congress in so drastic a move. 
Perhaps it won’t even with this man- 
date.

the New York Times, “does not re 
quire the addition of a word to the 
constitution, does not reduce the pow- 
er of the court, does not alter its 
practice of decision by bare majority, 
and gives a President no more in- 
fluence than public opinion will sup- 
port. Also, under the present lack ef 
a method to keep the supreme conrt 
abreast of national problems, there is 
no check against the court, but only 
against the President and congress by 
one another. The check proposed is 
sufficiently light and informal to up- 
hold the dignity of the court.” 

We know how earnestly and ain- 
cerely the other side of thie contro- 
versy is taken, and we know that the 
President’s plan may indeed be un- 
wise. But the more we think about it 
all, and read the constitution, and re- 
view our history books, and consider 
the general environment of the cone 
troversy, the less able we are to be- 
lieve the world will come to an end 
if the President wins out.

Why do Jews not eat or cook meat 
and milk together? 

Milk and meat are not permitted 
by the Jewish dietary laws to he 
cooked or eaten together. 

The basis for this law is the com- 
mandment, “Thou shalt not seethe a 
kid in its mother’s milk.” 

This commandment is translated 
by Onkelos as meaning, “Thou shalt 
not eat meat in milk,” and is explain- 
ed by tradition as forbidding ll mix- 
ture of meat and milk. 

Dr. R. Swinburne Clymer in his 
book, “Diet, the Way to Health,” in 
discussing proper combinations of 
foods, says: 

“There is a Jewish law. 


; one to 
be highly recommended : 


When meat 
milk shall not 
be taken at the same time. KEither 
milk or meat may be eaten. but the 
two shall not be taken together.” 

Is it true that orthodox Jews have 
different sets of dishes from which 
to eat milk and meat foods? Yes. In 
the orthdox Jewish home this is ob- 
served very strictly. Not only do 
they not mix milk and meat in any 
way but they use two completely 
separate sets of dishes and utensils 
—one for the preparation snd serv- 
ing of the meat diet, and th. other 
for the preparation. and serving of 
the milk diet so there may he abso- 
lutely no possibility of mixing the 
milk and meat. 

Separate cooking and mixing uten- 
sils, separate dishes, service ware, 
dishpans, dish towels, ete., are used.

demands of the President. This would 
be a dangerous precedent since too 
much power would then. be merged in 
one man. 

Many people will favor the passage 
of the President’s supreme court meas- 
ure for no other reason than that the 
President sponsors it. A great many 
people have confidence in the Presi- 
dent, like him personally and will ac- 
quiesce without studying the proposal, 
its far-reaching effects and its power- 
ful implications, They will accept it 
because of their confidence in the 
President. But Jefferson warned of 
this very thing when he said: “Free 
government is founded on jealousy, 
not in confidence.” And again he 
counseled: “Let no more be said about 
confidence in man but bind him down 
from mischief with the chains of the 
constitution,” 

Even if people should like the Presi- 
dent’s proposals and favor the legisla- 
tion he has offered and will offer for 
consideration to a subservient supreme 
court, should the bill pass congress, 
the change might prove to be an un- 
wholesome thing for the country in 
the long run. Alexander Hamilton was 
cognizant of this truth when he said: 
“No man can be sure that he may not 
be tomorrow the victim of a spirit of 
injustice by which he may be _ the 
gainer today.” This he wrote in the 
Federalist in 1788. Therein lies food 
for thought for the working people of 
this country who, after all, have more 
to lose than any other class if con- 
stitutionaP barriers are broken down. 

2. I oppose the measure because an 
independent judiciary is necessary to 
the preservation of the constitution 
and therefore. for the liberties of our 
people. The supreme court is the 
watchdog of the constitution. If its in- 
dependence is impaired, then no pow- 
er exists to curb the legislative and 
executive will. Washington was not 
unaware of the vital importance of 
unimpaired the _inde- 
pendence of the federal judiciary, for 
in 1801 he offered this toast: “The ju- 
dieciary of the United States, inde- 
pendent of party, independent of pow- 
er, independent of popularity.” Charles 
Warren suggests he might have added, 
“independent of politics.” 

3. I oppose the President’s measure 
because the system of checks and bal- 
ances by a division of powers into the 
three branches of government would 
be seriously impaired if not destroyed. 

So much is at stake in this great 
controversy I fervently hope that the 
American people will look closely into 
the nature of and into the powerful 
implications of the President's pro- 
posed plan before giving it their ap- 


proval.

Seek Motive. 
_ Still seeking a motive for the kill- 
ing in a tangled background of labor 
and union disputes, Breslin said the 
murder “was undoubtedly of New 
York origin and was committed by 
hired New York gunmen.” 

Announcing a special appropriation 
of $25,000 to investigate the crime, 
Breslin declared his determination to 
“do all in my power to drive New 
York gunmen out of this (Bergen) 
county.”

Redwood’s $25,000 Teaneck res- 
idence is only a short automobile drive 
from uptown New York.

Stinchfield Quotes Washing- 
ton in Caustic Oppo- 
sition. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 22.—(7)— 
Quoting the words George Washing- 
ton used to warn against changing the 
constitution “by usurpation” Fred- 
erick H. Stinchfield, president of the 
American Bar Association, declared 
today President Roosevelt’s proposals 
to reorganize the supreme court would 
destroy the court and establish a 
tyranny. 

In a Washington birthday address 
before the Minneapolis Chamber of 
Commerce, Stinchfield quoted the fol- 
lowing paragraph from Washington's 
farewell address: 

“If, in the opinion of the people, 
the distribution or modification of the 
constitutional powers be in any par- 
ticular wrong, let it be corrected by 
an amendment in the way which the 
constitution designates. But let there 
be no change by ueurpation; for, 
though this, in one instance, may be 
the instrument of good, it is the cus- 


tomary weapon by which free govern- 
ments are destroyed.” 

“The proposal made by the Presi- 
dent will destroy the supreme court,” 
Stinchfield said. “From that destruc- 
tion will come fundamental changes 
in the constitution of the United 
States.”

ATLANTA CELEBRATES 


George Washington Was 
‘Just Another Man Born 
on February 22.’ 


Others, besides George Washington, 
were born on February 22. 

For instance, J. G. St. Amand, of 
Atlanta, who first blinked at the day- 
light in Charleston, 8S. C., exactly 83 
years ago yesterday. So, yesterday, it 
was primarily the birthday of Mr. St. 
Amand that half Atlanta celebrated 
by calling on him in his office as 
president of the Atlanta Savings 
Bank, at 140 Peachtree street. Presi- 
dent Washington was just an inci- 
dent of the day, President St. Amand 
was an event. 

Still active in business and alert 
in mind, the octogenarian welcomed 
all comers as though he were the 
youngest and most energetic of bank 
executives in the city. Friends of near 
his own age and friends vho might 
well, in so far as age is concerned, be 
his great-grandchildren, ‘greeted him 
as a contemporary. 

Mr. St. Amand came to Atlanta 
when he was 23, with stories he still 
remembers of the firing of the first 
guns at Fort Sumter in the War Be- 
tween the States. He went ‘nto the 
mercantile business here for his first 
years as an Atlantan, associated with 
the firm of Moore & Marsh, a dry 
goods house. When that business was 
dissolved, they turned over the entire 
stock to Mr. St. Amand for disposal, 
a matter of a million dollars, with 
never a line of writing as contract. A 
gentlemen’s word was sufficient in 
those days. 

He is the sole survivor of the orig- 
inal 10 incorporators of the bank of 
which he is now president. The in- 
stitution received its charter from the 
legislature in 1886 and opened for 
business in 1887. The first office was 
on South Pryor street in what was 
known as the Lawyers’ building, a 
structure, which, though bearing 
marks of age, stands today. 

Mr. St. Amand became president 
of the bank 33 years ago.. When the 
present building was purchased in 
1923 he bought it, completing the 
transaction in 40 minutes and with- 
out consulting the other directors. 
Such is the faith they have in his 
business sagacity. 

Asked of what he was most proud 
in his career, he said the fact that 
he had been instrumental, through the 
bank, in eithér saving or securing the 
homes of 25,000 Atlanta people of 
moderate means. 

“T was active in the campaign for 
President McKinley in 1897,” he said, 
“when my picture was published, to- 
gether with his, on the first page of 
The Constitution. I was an elector of 
President Teddy Roosevelt. And I 
have subscribed to, and read The Con-

Presbyterian church in Cleveland from 
1883 to 1887. : 

At Mr. Ogden’s bedside in his Hotel 
Algonquin apartment when he died 
were his son, Nelson Ogden Philadel- 
phia engineer, and his daughter, Mrs. 
John M. Lindley, of Wellesley Hills, 
Massachusetts. 3 

His wife, the former Susan Mitch- 
ell, of Morristown, N. J., whom he 
married in 1881, died in 1935. 

Mr. Ogden’s work was marked by 
extreme modesty and his writings, 
rather than his name, were widely 
known. He once explained his views 
on such matters: : 

«| , The newspaperman sinks his 
individuality in that of the institu- 
tion for which he works. It is bet- 
ter so. In that way he adds his bit 
to the joint product and the collec- 
tive impress which are greater and 
more important than any one man. 

An associate on the Times wrote 
of him tonight, “His daily contacts 
. . . were marked by a native sim- 
plicity and singular sweetness of tem- 


per. : 

“4 profound knowledge of the ‘in- 
side’ truth about men, singly or In 
the mass, could not dim the trans- 
parent candor of his gentle spirit. 

Rolstered Morale. 

When the depression came, accord- 
ing to associates on the Times, “Mr. 
Ogden addressed himself to the indi- 
eated. task of helping to stiffen the 
national morale against the creeping 

aralysis of despair. 

. “Tie had been hard on the New 
Era and its creed of permanent and 
unprecedented prosperity. He now as- 
eailed the killing doctrine that our 
economie system and the American 
people were facing a verdict of doom. 

At Williams, where he graduated 
in 1877 after earning part of his way 
by private tutoring, Mr. Ogden was 
a member of the’ varsity baseball 
team. and until recent years had been 
an enthusiastic golfer. 

His other recreations were the thea- 
ter and reading, for which he had a 
tremendous capacity. He kept in ac- 
tive contact with newspaper and 
magazine writing both in this eoun- 
try and abroad and with a wide range 
of hooks.

LOYALISTS BLAST WAY 
INTO BOTTLED-UP CITY 
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Basque Asturian militia cut the road 
to the Insurgent base at Grado, west 
of Oviedo, for a second time. They 
occupied Mounts Escamplero and Ote- 
ro, seizing much Insurgent ordnance 
at the latter salient. The village of 
Pando, between Oviedo and Grado, 
also was captured. 

Government fighters approached 
within 1,500 yards of Grado itself. 

Buildings Seized. 

The Oviedo  bullring, a reservoir 
and an asylum were seized by the gov- 
ernment militiamen. Government guns 
and planes made an inferno around 
Pelayo barracks, chief Insurgent fort- 
ress in the ‘“‘martyred city’”’ of the 
Asturian plain. The flames were re- 
ported spreading. 

On the Leon drive, the government 
said it had blown up 70 yards of rail- 
road at Matallana, disrupting the 
main Insurgent line of communica- 
tion. 

From the heights above Oviedo, me- 
dieval haven of priests from ravaging 
Moors, the action was viewed by the 
Royalist governor-general of the 
Asturias, Leon Belarmino Tomas. 

He telegraphed Agguire that Col- 
onel Miguel Aranda’s Insurgents in 
the stark city of war-ruined churches 
and industrial buildings, lying but 14 
miles inland from the Bay of Bis- 
cay, were cut off from food and mu- 
nitions and had become “desperate.” 

Shell Stronghold. 

From 6:30 o'clock this morning, 
shell after shell smashed into the al- 
ready-wrecked Insurgent stronghold. 
From the sky, swift government bomb- 
ers, in screaming power-dives, bomb- 
ed the straggling Insurgent barricades 
and machine-gunned their defenders. 

One Insurgent plane was shot down. 

From the north station area, the 
government invaders sprayed Pelayo 
barracks with a ceaseless hail of fire. 

From sheer duration, the intermit- 
ent siege of Oviedo had far -xceed- 
ed that of Toledo’s Alcazar, where 
1,200 Insurgents held out for 72 days 
before they were rescued by their 
comrades. 

Actually the city has been besieged 
since the start of the war, although 
in November Insurgent armies broke 
through the ring of attackers to: re- 
lieve Aranda and his men. 

A new government drive followed, 
however, and Oviedo soon was in in- 
creasingly difficult straits. 

Rebel Strength Unknown. 

The number of Insurgents now in 
Oviedo is not known. At the start of 
the war, some officials sai, there 
were some 800 civil guards and be- 
tween 2,000 and 3,000 troops. 

These were sadly decimatea in the 
autumn fighting, but were reinforced 
when relief was brought to the city. 

Most of Oviedo’s 46,000 noncombat- 
ants are believed to have made their 
escape since the start of the war. 
MADRID ANNOUNCES 
HIGHWAY RECAPTURED 

MADRID, Feb. 22.—(#)—Surging 
government battalions regained con- 
trol of the capital’s lifeline to the 
east today, commanders announced, 
pushing back Fascist legions that 
seized the Valencia highway in a bit- 
ter battle on the Jarama river sector, 
the “Marne of Madrid.” 

A terrifie offensive was waged near 
the towns of San Martin de La Vega 
and La Maranosa in which the gov- 
ernment militiamen, fighting to loos- 
en General Francisco Franco’ tight- 
ening strangle-hold on the capital, 
were reported to have shoved the In- 
surgents off the eastern highway and 
rallied their forces to keep the initia- 
tive. 

Tanks, artillery and airplanes, bol- 
stering waves of government infan- 
trymen, fought the Insurgents down 
the Jarama valley. 

Insurgent commanders earlier re- 
ported seizure of four and one-half 
miles of the Valencia road, declaring 
they had shut another exit to the be- 
seiged capital and were driving to- 
ward the only remaining egress, the 
road northeast to Guadalajara. 

Government reports said only occa- 
sional shells menaced traffic on the 
Valencia highway now. General Jose 
Miaja, defense commander, declared 
militiamen “intend to keep the initia- 
tive now it is in their hands.”

NEW ROAD PATROL BILL 


Revised Measure Voted Out 
Makes Traffic Control 
Primary Function. 


A special senate committee voted 
last night to report out a highway 
patrol measure making general police 
powers of patrol members “secon- 
dary.” 

Lhe committee, consisting of Chair- 
man Phillips, of the senate hi, ways 
committee, and Senators Paul Lind- 
say, Jeff Pope and David Atkinson, 
was appointed last week to redraft 
the house-approved patrol measure 
after it ran into some 30 amendments 
during senate debate. 

“The effect of our changes,” Sena- 
tor Lindsay said, “is to make the 
patrol primarily a motor vehicle pa- 
trol rather than a state constabu- 
lary. 

“The framework of the state con- 
stabulary is in the patrol, but that 
feature is made secondary. 

“We have fixed it so they will pro- 
tect the people on our highways and 
incidentally assist the sheriffs and 
other local officers in detecting and 
apprehending criminals.” 

Purpose of Patrol. 

One of the special committee's 
amendments would state the primary 
purpose to be “to enforce the motor 
vehicle laws and traffie regulations 
on the highways of this state’’ and 
“when called tpon by local authori- 
ties” to assist in general police work. 

Another major amendment to the 
bill inserted by the committee would 
be to,add a fifth member to the board 
of pftblic safety to be selected by the 
Governor “from a list of five nomi- 
nations made by the Georgia Peace 
Officers’ Association.’”’ Other members 
provided for in the bill as amended 
by the senate last week would be the 
Governor, the comptroller general, the 
chairman of the Highway Board, and 
the chairman of the State Revenue 
Commission. , 

Another important committee 
change would give the courts the right 
to “suspend or cancel” drivers’ li- 
censes provided for in the bill. The 
original bill left suspénsion or revoca- 
tion of licenses largely to the public 
safety department. 


Grounds for Suspension. 


The amendment provides the courts 
may act in such cases “upon the con- 
viction of any licensee . . . of driving 
a motor vehicle while intoxicated or 
driving a motor vehicle while engaged 
in a felony or deliberately, willfully 
or negligently violating any traffic 
law of this state or any municipality 
thereof.” 

The amended bill would also give 
the Governor the right to suspend op- 
eration of the drivers’ license law 
pending the organization of the pa- 
trol “in order to permit the granting 
of licenses without undue hardship 
upon applicants.” 

The senate is scheduled to take up 
the committee proposals in consider- 
ing the house bill and all previous 
senate amendments at today’s session. 

The bill was referred to the com- 
mittee when statements were made 
in debate the senate would “kill’’ the 
measure if it came to a final vote.

SENATE STUDY BEGINS 
ON SECURITY RESERVE 


Group Debates Paying In- 
terest on $47,000,000,- 
000 Fund. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—f)— 
The senate finance committee ordered 
a study today to see if it is neces- 
sary for the social security system to 


accumulate a gigantic reserve fund of} 


$47,000,000,000. 

It has been estimated that the re 
serve will reach that figure by 1980 
if the present law remains unchanged. 
Some critics have maintained that such 
a reserve would be unnecessary and 
unmanageable. 

The committee directed three of its 
members, Chairman Harrison, Demo- 
crat, Mississippi; Senator Byrd, Dem- 
ocrat, Virginia, and Senator Vanden- 
berg, Republican, Michigan, to join 
with Social Security Board officials in 
setting up an advisory council cem- 
posed of disinterested experts to make 
a study of the old-age pension section 
of the act. 

Interview Officials. 

Senator Vandenberg was supported 
by Senator Byrd in seeking the study 
as the committee interviewed social 
security officials on the subject. 

Vandenberg said the board officials 
agreed with the committee. that the 
full reserve program was a _ problem 
that could not he ignored. He added 
that Chairman A. J. Altmeyer, of the 
security board, and other board wit- 
nesses expressed willingness to have 
the study made. 

Vandenberg presented to the com- 
mittee, and later to the senate, a list 
of presidents of 60 insurance compa- 
nies who he said were unanimous in 
agreeing “a full reserve plan is not 
necessary, and the government pen- 
sion can be operated on a pay-as-you- 
go basis with a mere contingent fund.” 

The Situation. 

Vandenberg said it would be easier 
for the taxpayer to meet the needs of 
each year than to accumulate the re- 
serve and then pay interest on it. 

He and other Republicans have pre- 
sented a resolution calling on the Se- 
curity Board to submit to congress a 


plan for either increasing federal old- 


age benefits or reducing payroll taxes. 
The resolution also calls for extension 
of benefits to groups now excluded, 
such as domestic servants and farm- 
ers, 
Altmeyer told the committee it 
would be possible, under this plan, to 
start old-age benefits sooner and to 
pay such benefits in more liberal

“Dear Mr. Culbertson: 

“T don’t care so much for an analy- 
sis of the East-West bidding, but I 
would like an explanation of. how 
North-South should bid the hand. 

“As South, I admit that | made a 
rather weak take-out double. How- 
ever, I held a freakish hand and al- 
ways could run to hearts. Over 
West’s one spade, my partner (a 
charming but inexperienced player) 
now bid two hearts, thus becoming 
a free bidder. When East bid three 
spades I sensed she was trying to 
shut me out. If my partner's two 
heart bid were honest I was con- 
vinced that there. was a small slam 
in the hand. I could bid five hearts, 
but I was afraid my partner would 
pass, and I also was afraid to jump 
directly to six hearts, which I wished 
later I had done. I chose to bid four 
clubs, believing that would force my 
partner to bid again. However, she 
afterward explained that opponents 
were using the artificial one club bid, 
which was her reason for passing 
my four club bid. Of course, | made 
four clubs, but the small slam in 
hearts is a spread, and unless East 
opens the ace of spades it becomes a

It seems to me that South attempt- 
ed complicated investigation into a 
‘crystal-clear situation. When- North 
put in a free two heart hid over 
West's one spade the odds in favor 
of a small slam became enormotis. 
It is true that North could have had 
a long heart suit, headed by the queen, 
and high card value in diamonds, 
which would be worthless in a heart 
slam. But since, according to South's 
own estimate, North was an inex- 
| perienced player, it would have been 
far better to have taken this gamble 


rather than muddle around with a 
bid that possibly could be misin- 
terpreted. 

If South wanted to be ultraconserv- 
ative he could bid merely five hearts 
over three spades, and North, with 
the hand actually held, should go to 
six. But the best of all bids, under 
the circumstances, was a direct slam 
call of six hearts.
